OTTAWA — “I am ashamed oj being an English* 
Canadian.’* 

Murray McBride, clergyman, former Conservative gov¬ 
ernment assistant a^cultural representative, and until the 
Oct 30 election Liberal MP for the National Capital Region 
constituency of Lanark-Renfrew-Carlton was 6|>ealdng. 

He had been sitting there in his Centre Block office, 
which he had to vacate last night disconsolately tossing files 
and letters into big c nrdlwnrd boxes. 

“Yes,” he aaid. "you can write that down, please do--I 
am ashamed and humiliated for being an Kngiish-Canadian 
because in the election they responded from basic racial 
prejudice again^ FYdneh-Canada when the government had 
only been trying, in the name of national unity, to integrate 
all Canadians. 


Here he paused and glancing impatiently at the newspa¬ 
perman unhurriedly making notes, snapped, "Here, give me 
that pen and paper and 1*11 put it down for you in my own 
hand.” 

He did, and this is what he wrote; 

“My real concern is that the day following the election 
there was a real sense of joy among some people that the 
'French takeover’ had been stopped. 

“This is the really sad part of it all. The Liberals failed 
to appeal to the best instincts of English Canada and let the 
latent anti-French prejudice carry the day. 

“A long rebuilding job is needed to get us going foiward 
again. 

“As never before the issue is national unity with the 'Sep¬ 
aratists’ not all in Quebec.” 

At this point McBride was interrupted by the (]uestion 
that if he was thinking of trying again in the next election, 


then wasn’t he running the risk of destroying whatever 
chances he might have by speaking of English-Canadian.s 
including a majority of his constituents—as bigots? 

“U was bigotry, pure and simple." he retorted, “and a.»; 
to whether I will run again, 'no comment.’ At the moment let 
us say I am unemployed.” 

But was he serious, he was asked, to his claim that Frcnch- 
('anuda was the only issue? 

“Yes." he replied. “And if trying to hide from it. or he 
dishone.st enought to deny it is the price you must pay to be a 
part of politics, then 1 don't know , .“ 

There wa.s not a single issue other than English Canada 
wanting, as he put it, “to put down Quelicc?" he was asked. 

“No other. It was the one overwhelming issue. The 
unemployment Insurance abuses — no factor. The immigra-

OTTAWA (CP) The 
Economic Council of Canada 
set up 15 economic |>erform- 
ance goals for Canada Thurs¬ 
day and one of them — cut¬ 
ting unemployment to 4.5 per 
cent of the labor force in 1975 
— was immediately described 
as perhaps too difficult to 
achieve. 

Dr. Andre Raynauld, chair¬ 
man of the council, told a 
news conference the unem¬ 
ployment goal was set on the 
understanding that unemploy¬ 
ment this year would run to 
about 5.6 per cent of the labor 
force. 

Experience already has 
shown this to be too low. Un¬ 
employment in the first 10 
months of the year averaged 
6.3 per cent. Raynauld said 
this makes the goal for 1975 
more difficult to achieve, and 
“it may perhaps be delayed a 
little.” 

The economic council say.s 
governments should bold the 
line on taxes in the next three 
years and ^rhaps even re¬ 
duce them. 

It also says the country can 
expand its tax-supported wel-

Military spokesmen in 
Damascus said Syrians shot 
down four Israeli planes an(| 
tost two of their own. At least 
two of the Israeli crews went 
down with their planes, 
s)K)ke8men said. 

Tel Aviv spokesmen denied 
any aircraft were lost or even 
hit but said Israeli pilots 
downed two Syrian MiG-21.s. 
They said one soldier and two 
civilians were wounded in a 
three-hour artillery duel with 
Syrian guns. 

A senior Israeli officer said 
between 2,000 and 3.000 
rounds of high explosive 
shells impacted on Israeli i)«)- 
sitions on a 25-mile front. 

Both sides agreed that the 
fighting began with an carly- 
afternoon Israeli aerial attack 
on two Syrian positions. 11 
ended at dusk with what an 
Lsracli olficer railed a tense 
quiet along the front. 

Dviring the peace interlude 
an Israeli officer said “the 
Syrians must ask themselves 
what they may suffer tomor¬ 
row if they continue to let the 
terrorists cross their border.” 

Israeli spokesmen said 
Arab guerrillas passed 
through the two attacked i)osi- 
tions cn route to fights in the 
Israeli - occupied Golan 
Heights. 

The attacking Israeli planes 
killed one soldier and wound¬ 
ed two others, spokesmen in 
Damascus said. 

.\ Syrian spokesman said: 
“In retaliation to the Israeli 
attack at noon today on our 
frontline jxisitions. our heavy 
artillery opened fire at :> 
p.ni.“ 

llie Israeli guns returned 
the fire. 

Syrian spokesmen said the 
artillery was joined by firing 
from lank-mounted guns and 
the .shooting spread up and 
down the entire Syrian-lsracli 
liordcr.

VANCOUVER — A 
move is underway lo 
bring the 18,000-member 
B.C. Government Em¬ 
ployees Union into the 
B.C. Federation of Labor. 

If it comes about - and it 
is fully expected it would 
1)6 a major event for the fed¬ 
eration since the BCGEU 
\\x>uld be second only in si^c 
among affiliates lo Inter- 
Rational Woodworkers of 
AmeVica. The IW.A has a B.C. 
membership of more than 
35,000. 

The federation covers 
175,000 unionists, up fro m 
about 151,000 in a year. 

The announcement was 
made by general secretary 
John tYyer in an address to 
the 17th annual convention of 
tlie federation. 

He said the union's provin¬ 
cial executive has voted unan¬ 
imously in favor of rejoining 


the federation. A membership 
vote on the question is to be 
conducted early next year. 

"1 am confident that the 
\ole will be overwhelming in 
favor of reaffiliution, because 
our members realize that they 
owe a great deal to the B.C. 
Federation of Labor." he 
said. 

The union was in the feder¬ 
ation until 1960. Fryer said 
the Social Credit government 
'arlMtrarily” discontinued 
payroll checkoff of union 
dues, a move that forced the 
BCGEU to leave the federa¬ 
tion. 

The reason given by the 
government for cancellation 
of (lues checkoff, Fryer said, 
was the union’s affiliation 
with the large labor body and 
the policy of supporting the 
NDP. 

Tlie checkoff system was 
restored six years later. 

The union has remained an 
affiliate of the Canadian 
Labor Congress and its pre-

It will likely be at least 18 
months and ix3ssibly two 
\cars before new B.C. lalwr 
laws arc presented to the Ix?- 
gislature, Labor Minister Wil¬ 
liam King said Thursday. 

King gave the assessment 
which contradicts earlier in¬ 
dications that a full-scale re¬ 
vision of the province’s labor 
legislation might be dealt with 
by the next spring session—at 
a news conference called 
Tliursday afternoon lo an¬ 
nounce Nov. 20 as the date on 
which the controversial B.C. 
Mediation Commission will 
cease lo function. 

On that date, when the new 
.Mediation Services Act ap¬ 
proved at a special session 
last month comes into effect, 
the three commissioners 
chairman John Parker. Pen 
Baskin and Alistair Poilock 
will leave those posts. 

^ King confirmed he has met 
three times with the commis¬ 
sioners to discuss the terms of 
settlement for their dismissal 
iHit he refused to discuss de¬ 
tails until agreement 
reached. Parker w-as hired in 
1968 at a salary of $42,500 a 


year and the other two 
members at $40,000 each. 

The minister added despite 
reports that the commis¬ 
sioners were given a seven- 
year contract beginning in 
*1968 he felt the government

Basically her theory is that 
thf.male is brilliant and capa-^ 
ble of doing great things with' 
his freedom but his intelligent 
thoughts frighten him. He 
seeks the security of.the ens¬ 
laved and marries. 

\ “In no other country do 
'mothers so pitilessly train the 
male infant to perforrd,” MisS 
Vilar says. “No. other society 
exists where the nTafe sexual 


drive is exploited for money 
so unscrupulously.” 

Girls, though born in¬ 
telligent, Miss Vilar says, are 
taught they don't have to 
think ^cause men are going 
lo wocK for them. Their goal 
is to find a man to do this. 

Miss Vilar, 37,. was born in 
Argentina of German parents 
who were divorced when she 
was three years old- 
After graduating from med¬ 
ical school she practised for 
one year, then studied psy¬ 
chology and sociology and be¬ 


came a sales representative 
for a pharmaceutical com¬ 
pany so she could support her 
writing career. 

In. 1961. she married Klaus 
Wagn. a German writer. They 
were divorced two years later 
after the birth of a son. Mar¬ 
tin, now nine. Miss Vilar sayS 
her former husband is still 
the most important man. in 
her life.

I CAN NOT get myself overly aix>used 
by author Farley Mowat*s dogged stand re 
whales In captivity. I’m sorry that Chimo 
succumbed to infection and that Haida has 
become listless or despondent as a result. If 
pinned down, I would probably vote against 
capture and imprisonment of whales, bears, 
hyenas, rhinos, lions — any of nature's noble 
creatures. 

But at this moment there are more pres.s- 
ing problems involving human beings. The 
Nixon victory leaves me with long-range 
hope for improvement in lawr and order south 
of the 49th and it is common for such im- 
provrtnent to eventually seep across into our 
country. 

THE CITIZEN.S of California voted to re- ,, 
introduce the death penalty for people con¬ 
victed of first degree murder. Hiis. of 
course, was only a local vote — the U.S. 
Supreme Court has outlawed the death pen¬ 
alty — but it should give that august body 
cause for second thought. 

If a sizeable segment of the population 
wants the death penMty re-introduced, then it 
should be implemented. The voice of the peo¬ 
ple. unless they've struck diat bit about gov¬ 
ernment by the people, for the people. We 
have too often seen cases where elected of¬ 
ficials. or appointed jurists have noted the 
public's wishes only to proceed with their 
own wishes instead. 

THE ROLE of legislator is to cari 7 out 
the e.xpress wishes of hU constituents end 
judges are no less bound by those wishes. 
California has shown the way. It could well 
he different in plebiscites in other states, it 
could well be the 50 states combined would 
add up to a different conclusion than the one 
reach^ by Califomia voters. 

However, this is precisely the tack that 
should be taken. It should be given over to 
vox populi because people are the governing 
ones. Elected officials are merely their 
mouthpieces. Any other way it ceases to be 
democracy. 

THE FIVE-YEAR trial ban on the death 
penalty in Canada is just about up. The 
legislators will review and make the decision 
to either re-introduce or to continue the ban. 
Rut that decision should not be made widiout 
the full force of public opinion. It is wrong 


for elected representatives to make this deci¬ 
sion without absolute prior knowledge of the 
feelings of those who put them in office. In 
this area, we should demand of both Donald 
Munro and Allan McKinnon, that they do the 
proper homework before casting yea or nay 
ballots. Guessing the will of the people is not 
good enough. 

GI'ESSlNCt the will of the people was ob¬ 
viously not good enough in another state 
Colorado. The wheels there allocated huge 
.sums of tax money for the right to hold the 
1976 Winter Olympic Games in Denver. They 
did it without asl^g. So Coloradons went to 
the polls and by a margin of better than 3-2. 
said no, we do not want to spend large sums 
of money for fun and games when there are 
more pressing needs for that money. 

But already Vancouver Mayor Tom 
Campbell and some of the athletic powers, 
like Bob Hindmarsch, have stated they will 
now press for the Colorado rejection to be 
turned over to Canada and for the games to 
be staged at Garibaldi Park. 

WHAT RIGHT have they to spend our 
money in this fashion? They have not asked 
us, they are assuming; and assumption, as in 
the case of the death penalty, is not good 
enough when it becomes a question of doling 
out SlOO or more millions of dollars. 

The NDP government of British Columbia 
does not know the citizens’ thoughts on the 
matter. The tenuous Liberal government of <t< ^ 
Canada does not know the wall of the people. 

We are already unfortunately committed 
to upwards of $250 million for the 1976 Sum¬ 
mer Olympics — again, without so much as a 
by-your-leave. 

PREMIER BARRETT has at least adopt¬ 
ed a cautious attitude. He says he will not 
commit money to the Garibaldi possibility 
until he finds out exactly what monies would 
be neccssar>’. 

I would respectfully suggest that when he 
does find out the approximate cost (because 
in Olympic Games expenditures, nothing can 
be exact) he should then put it to the people. 

His mandate said nothing about such frilly 
spending. 

Our say in government has been sadly er- 
roded. It’s time the shoe was moved over to 
the other foot.

‘Recessive Genes’

Dear Dr. Thoeteton: I know 
you shouldn't (and sometime.s 
by law cannot) marry your 
first cousin because similarity 
of genes would cause damage 
to children. 

But does this hold true for 
second and third cousins? My 
cousin and I plan to marry 
but are hesitating until we've 
heard the facts. C^mld you 
help us out? ~ S.A.D. 

Marriage of cousins—first 
or otherwise—doesn’t neces¬ 
sarily mean that children will 
be defective, but the risk is 
much. higher. 

Why? Because there are 
genes known as "recessive 
genes’’ which indicate a trait 
or characteristic of one sort 
of another that is minor and 
tends to be blotted out. Doubt¬ 
less we all have them, but 
being ’’recessive’’ these traits 
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HEALTH 




tend to take a back seat and 
eventually disappear. 

Tend to die out. that is. EX¬ 
CEPT if the same recessive 
gene is carried by BOTH 
parents rather than just one, 
then the recessive genes rein¬ 
force each other. 

If a potentially dangerous 
trait is involved, the baby, in¬ 
stead of having .the trait in 
mild form, is likely to have it 
very strongly. As an example, 
cousins having a relatively 
mild eye disorder might have 
a baby with a severe eye dis¬ 


order. I have seen children 
^ going blind from that particu¬ 
lar circumstance. 

Of course the problem Isn’t 
limited to eye defects. That's 
just one example’. 

You may ask. "But can't 
people have similar recessive 
genes even if they AREN'T 
cousins?” Yes, it can happen 
by chance, but It happens 
much more frequently with 
cousins, because they have 
such similar ancestry. The 
closer the relationship, the 
greater the danger. 

But can’t GOOD traits be 
reinforced? Yes, that can hap¬ 
pen, too, but the danger is 
that weak traits (recessive 
genes) are not likely to be 
recognized ahead of time. Not 
recognized by the average 
person, that is. Experience 
shows it happens, and that is 
why so many states flatly for¬ 
bid marriage of first cousins.

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A Matter of Evolution 


T hk remark of former ndp leader 

T. C. Douglas, now sitting as member for Na- 
naimo-Cowlchan-The Islands, that the scheduled 
Increase In personal income tax would not material¬ 
ize next January may be taken as an indication 
that his party, holding the balance of power in the 
Commons, will impose its will upon the government 
on Issues heretofore not even subject to debate. 
Not that the prime minister’s decisions have not 
been challenged. It has been, and remains, one of 
Conservative leader Robert Stanfield’s top pi-iorl- 
ties that thei-e shall be no income tax increase. 
Rather, the Conservatives would reduce the levy as 
a means of increasing spending power and bolster¬ 
ing the economy. 

However reluctantly, Mr. Trudeau will have to 
comply with a demand that he reform his income 
tax policy along the lines advocated by Mi-. Stan¬ 
field but on the Insistence of David Lewis, the lead- 
• er of the NDP. Thus Mr. Trudeau will avoid defeat 
in the Commons while Mr. Lewis piousiy ac¬ 
cumulates whatever political prestige he can for his 
persuasiveness. 

Mr. Trudeau, however, is adroit enough lo 
grab more credit than is due him in such circum¬ 
stances. He has adopted, in his public appearances 
since the general election, an attitude of penitence. 
He is the chastened, contrite character who wants 
to make amends. He admits his mistakes, and per¬ 
haps the income tax policy was one of them. 

Having confessed his error, in the accepted 
Maoist form, he might go Mr. Lewis one better and 
introduce amendments that would give him all the 


political advantage. If it's a good thing to cut per¬ 
sonal income tax, why- not do a thorough job of it 
and perhaps compensate by boosting the corpora¬ 
tion lev.v? That’s the sort of manoeuvre that would 
win the limping Liberals a chance to recover first 
place next time around the course. 

Mr. Stanfield is on record to the effect that he 
would sacrifice none of his political principles in 
order to attain or retain office. Mr. Trudeau has 
got to do the opposite, or convince the country that 
he now believes his previous theorrzing was wrong 
but that he happily amends it. 

This cannot be a comfortable way to govern. 

The public will accept the reversal of policy in 
this instance because it means money in the pocket. 
But how far can a government go in compromising 
with the opposition without losing the respect of 
the electorate and the confidence of an already 
disenchanted people? 

There is a certain kinship, but has Liberalism 
gone so far to the left that it can have a happy 
partnership with Mr. l.ewis’ brand of socialism? If 
that is the case then the time is approaching — it 
ma.v already have arrived — when a political polar¬ 
ization will result in a completely new alignment. 

Canada may be about to see emergence of two 
political entities; socialism and slate ownership on 
the one hand; free enterpri.se and planned develop¬ 
ment on the other. 

That is where Great Britain has arrived. And 
the indications in this country are that the same 
evolutionary forces are at work. Perhaps it would 
be a good thing to stimulate them during the ap¬ 
proaching session of Parliament. 


Party First 


I T IS BEX?0M1NG frighteningly clear that Prime 
Minister Trudeau has decid^ that Parliament 
will not meet until well into the new year. Under 
the existing rules and regulations applying lo the 
situation, he Is perfectly within his rights to follow 
this course. 

However, if such is his decision it must be 
recognized that it has been reached through par¬ 
tisan political considerations with little or no 
thought given to the existing condition of the 
country or the welfare of its citizens. 

Certainly, judging by remarks made b.v Mr. 
Trudeau and other members of his much-reduced 
caucus following its meeting, the Liberals are not 
at all desirous of the calling together of Parlia¬ 
ment until the party has drafted a completely new 
program which not only will appeal to the elector¬ 
ate and be acceptable to the opposition parties but 
will reflect more than a mere modicum of glory 
upon the government. 

As satisfying as this method of action might lie 
lo the Liberal party it is hardly likely lo be happily 


received by the opposition parlies or the general 
public who might justifiably feel that the reaching 
of partisan political goals should now run second lo 
the urgent necessity off dealing with national prob¬ 
lems immediately. 

Conservative leader Robert Stanfield ma> well 
have been voicing the feeling of the majorit.v of 
Canadians when he demanded an early recall of 
Parliament and said: "It’s not enough to see Mr. 
Trudeau make a public confession. We want action, 
and we’re going to -see that we get it.” 

Though it may mean little to Mr. Trudeau 
and his party it may come as something of a shock 
to the average Canadian to realize that if the 
House of Commons does not meet until Januar.v it 
means that Canada will have been without a Par¬ 
liament for more than four months. 

Surely it is time for the Liberals to be taught 
that Parliament and the welfare of Canadians are 
not toys to be played with or abandoned as the 
whim strikes them.

Itjj therefore 
All the more iimrctting that 
the Spanish Communists have 
now decided that some associ¬ 
ation of Spain with the Com¬ 
mon Market serves their 
cause. 


Their argument m that 
Spain's inefficient ecemomic 
system cannot survive alone, 
and yet must be overhauled 
drastically before it is fit to 
cope with the competition -of 
the Nine. It will become 
clear, the party hopes, that 
only "a democratic state" can 
undertake "this task of mn- 
dernization, giving priority to 
the public sector." In other 
words, the overthrow of the 
Franco regime is the t>recon- 
dilfon of economic mr«terniza- 
tion. 

The Communist parties of 
Western Europe, and the 
trade union mov'cments to 
which they are affiliated, aro 
becoming the focus of what 
one can call a "Community 
opposition." These fones 
want to democrali/e the 
whole supranational bureHti- 
cracy. subordinating it to pop¬ 
ular control of some kind, and 
eventually to breok clown the 


whole nch-man's-fortress 
aspect of a OMnmunity rlo.sed 
by tariff walls against the less 
fortunate world outside. 

This year’s election pr«v 
gram of the Italian Commu¬ 
nist Party, for example, pro¬ 
posed "a truly representative 
European Parliament, invest- 
etd v^th effective iKjwers of 
initiative and control, propoi- 
tionately elected by diroct 
universal suffrage." The EEC 
should be converted into "an 
element in the process of 
overcoming the oppo.sing 
blocs (in Euro(>e) rather than 
a closed, autarkic bloc itself." 


The French Communists I’C- 
cently worked out a common 
election platform for a Com- 
munist-SMialist coalition gov¬ 
ernment. 'fhis program, pub¬ 
lished in June, commits such 
a government to work within 
the EEC with the long-term 
aim of "freeing it from the 
domination of big capital, de¬ 
mocratizing its institutions, 
backing the demands of the 
workers and steering Commu¬ 
nity activities according lo 
their interesis." Trade unions 
are to form half the members 
of the EEC Economic and So¬ 
cial Council, and farmers are 
to have equal voting power

Another rni)r in the roinnt 
refers to the mechanical 
watch as a pin-lever watch.

Asa citizen of Oak Bay. an 
alderman, and as an archi¬ 
tect. 1 believe your reporter 
missed the jioint of Dr. For- 
ward s lecture, and turned a 
talk'on planning into his own 
e.ssay on .*;ocial issue, ‘flie 
tone vs as set by a denigrating 
headline snatched from a ca.^- 
na! remark without substan¬ 
tiating data. 

1 do not live in the Uplands 
and it would Ik* in.sulllng to 
suggest that the residents 
need me to defend them. How¬ 
ever. when the terms "unsta¬ 
ble socially.” "ghetto” and 
• poor friendship, poor com¬ 
mitment and little feeling" 
are used in an article about a 
self-renewing, generally sin¬ 
gle family residential area. I 
must challenge them. 'Ilie 
fact that a community resistls 
its own destruction docs not 
make it a ghetto, and this 
applies well past the borders 
of Uplands. 

In his lecture Dr. Forward 
suggested the Uplands was a 
unique residential area be¬ 
cause it defied the usual pat¬ 
tern of decay and change 
through infiltration by com- 
mqrcial buildings and multi¬ 
use dwellings. 

In my opinion this desire to 
maintain an existing charac¬ 
ter i.s not unique to the 
Uplands, therefore the com¬ 
ments made on thejpost to resi¬ 
dents and society arc a chal¬ 
lenge to other areas with sim¬ 
ilar aspirations. Much of Oak 
Bay is single family, self- 
renewing and resistant to 
di.sruption of Its environment 
and its character. ITiis Is not 
a matter of property value or 
social position, but recogni¬ 
tion tha human value of a 
particular physical environ¬ 
ment. This attitude is not 
limited to Uplands or Oak 
Bay. For example, the citizens 
ot James Bay are currently 
trying to obtain recognition of 
the special character of their 
area and the citizens of 
Toronto stopped the Spadina 
Highway for similar reasons. 

A happy accident of history 
and geography created the 
(^immunity of Oak Ba^- and 
much of it i.s now physically 
and flnahclally ineplaceable 
if destroyed. I do not suggest 
It is the only type of communi¬ 
ty that Is valuable or work- 
unie. hut it must have merit 
as a preferred example of 


physical lavout and balam e 
because *.o many people 
spend so much time, money 
and effort maintaining il. 
rmil recenlly all ucJl i-v- 
tablishcd single family resi¬ 
dential areas were under ni- 
lack as being a |KX)r tax ba.se. 
il is now accepted ihal the 
ewmomics of various forms of 
developmenl tend to balance 
out in terms of ta.xes. What 
lonccrns me now is the possi¬ 
ble development of a new line 
of attack on the established 
single family home area. Is 
the new claim going to be that 
il is anti-sucial and produces 
little involvement in local af¬ 
fairs? I doubt that any 
member t»f Oak Bay Council, 
or any devcl«»pcr who has re- 
(luesicd iczomng here would 
agree that this wav of life 
pivKluces "|XHvr coiiumtmenl 
and little feeling" in the citi¬ 
zens . . . 

1 enjo.vccl and hcncliled 
from the papers presented by 
Dr. Foiward and the other 
speakers, and believe tHc uni¬ 
versity is making a tremen¬ 
dously useful contribution to 
the community thnmgh this 
type of seminar. 

What I take issue with i.'^ 
ilie impression I gaineil Irom 
your article that an alUMclive.

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World’s Chief Executioner

South Africa's unenviable repututiun as 

ll)e world’s chief executioner is not likely to 
alter. Prime MInnisler John Vorster ha.s re-af¬ 
firmed that his government has no intention 
of abolishing the death penalty. 

He recently told a |X)litical meeting that 
the South African legal system, which pi'o- 
vides for the death penalty ‘ in cases of 
murder, treason, rape,, and several other 

crimes, has been proved successful. “I see 

no reason for changing it.” the prime min¬ 
ister said. His blunt statement has dashed 
the hopes of capital-punishment abolitionists, 
who point out that South Africa is responsible 
for about 90 p>er cent of the cxccutipns in the 
non-communist world. *■*' 

/ * * ★ 

In March of this year, Justice Minister 
Piet C. Pelser stated in the House of Assem¬ 
bly that a total of 156 people had been ex¬ 
ecuted in South Africa during the past two 

yCiirs. 

Dj-. Hurend van Nlekerk, professor of law 
at the University of Natal, who heads the So¬ 
ciety for the Abolition of the Death Penalty, 
says: “In the past 10 years we executed over 
1,000 people — about the same number as the 
numter of the known executions of the rest 
. . ot the world put together." _ 

Van Niekerk also attacks the racial aspect 
of executions in South Africa. He has pro¬ 
duced court statistics to show, for example, 
, that in the period from 1947 to 1966 more 
Uwn 120 non-white South Africans were sen¬ 
tenced to death for rape. In the sanie period, 
only three white persons were so sentenced. 

He says, “In the period 1957 to 1966 alx>ut 
860 whites, were charged with the rape of 
nonwhite women, and of these 288 were con¬ 
victed. In the same period, 1,447 nonwhitps 
were charged with the rape of white women 
. and 844 wore convicted. It is clear therefore 
that the death-sentence,figures l>ear no rela¬ 


tion to the figures for charges or convictions. 
This is a discrepancy which requires expla¬ 
nation." 

The abolitionists say that a major reason 
for the high number of execulions is the wide 
range of offences which can incur the death 
l>enally in South Africa 
( In a recent statement. Dr David Welsh, a 
* * ★ 

phofessor of law at tlie I’tnvcr.sity of Capo 
Town, said; “While the re.st of the civilized 
world has steadily decreased the range of of¬ 
fences for which the death penalty can be im¬ 
posed. South Africa has dramatically gone in 
the opposite direction. 

■“nie last decade has .seen a sudden in¬ 
crease in the number of crimes for which the 
death penalty may he imposod.” he con¬ 
tinued. “Since 1958 the courts have been em- 
jxjwored to impose the death penalty for rob¬ 
bery. attempted robbery, housebreaking, and 
attempted housebreaking.with intent to com-^ 
mit an offence where 'aggravating circum¬ 
stances’ are found to be present." 

The deatli penalty also extends to certain 
political offences under the Salx>tage Act and 
the Terrorism Act. 

* * * 

Tlie government has always defended cap¬ 
ital punishment as an essential factor in 
maintaining maximum law tfnd- order in 
South Africa — and in the interest of national 
security. It is pointed out that outside pres- 
sures on South Africa ai'e growing, and Ihat^ 
these are being backed by terrorism arid sub- 
^yersion. 

'The government aNo argue® that a nation 
which contain® a large pi'niMriion of semili¬ 
terate and underdeveloped peoples, as South 
Africa does, must expect a greater degree of 
violent crimes than totally civilized nations, 
and that the only effective deterrent is the 
death penalty for murder and other violent 
■ crime.'

Inequality Inevitable?

A sign of the times us portentious as the U.S. presidential 
election is the recent emergence of that rare thing in AnKri- 
ca, a group of conservative thinkers. 

I have in mind the group of professors, mainly from Har¬ 
vard, if you’ll pardon the expression, who are connected with 
the quarterly periodical, The Public Interest. In the cunenl 
issue,! articles by Profs. Daniel Bell. Daniel Patrick Moyni- 
han, Seymour Martin Lipect and James Q. Wilson offer what 
amounts to a new conservative creed — an ethos for the mod¬ 
em era. 

The starting point is a sociologically informed view of in¬ 
equality. Prof. Bell, in a fascinating article from a forth-com¬ 
ing bo(rf< on the iw.st-industrial society, dcmoli.shes two fashion¬ 
able views of how equality may be achieved, 

Eduvalion Questioned 

One is the view, dominant in the administrations of Pres¬ 
idents Kennedy and Johnson, that equality of individual ofv 
|x)rtunity can l>c 8ccure<l through educatiimal refom. Boll 
cites the recent work of James Coleman and Christopher 
Jencks to show that ine<iuality is not mainly a question of ed¬ 
ucation. 

He demonstrates that inequality is rooted not t^nly in dif¬ 
ferences between individuals but in differences Ixjtwecn 
groups. Distinctions in family, ethnic and economic back¬ 
ground, Indeed, are so |>ervasive that they dominate achieve¬ 
ment in school and after school. Even if a society based en¬ 
tirely on individual achievement were C8tabli8he<i, it would 
be manifestly unfair. 

The second view popular among some minority organiza¬ 
tions, emphasizes achieving equality of results from particu¬ 
lar groups rather than equality of opportunity for individuals. 
Its favorite device Is the quota system, asserting that ear¬ 
marked places in society have to be reserved W particular 
bunches of peoople. 

The trouble witli that approach is that it inevitably sets 
^ g^'oup again.st group. As soon as one minority slakes out a 
preserve, others are bound to retaliate in competitive fash¬ 
ion. 

The result is an increase of tension, not unfamiliar these 
days. "The history of almost all societies shows. Bell writes. 




"ihal wlien ixjlitics polarize along a single overriding dimen¬ 
sion — be it class, religion, language. tril>e or ethnic group — 
there is Ixiund to be violent conflict.” 

What emerges from this showing is a reaffirmation of the 
classic conservative tenet — the belief that a certain inequali¬ 
ty is inevitable, even beneficial. As Bell puts it: 

“There cannot be complete democratization in the entire 
range of human activities . . . One wants entrepreneurs and 
innovators who can expand the amount of productive wealth 
for society. One wants men in public office who can govern- 
well ... A society that does not have its best men at the head 
of its leading institutions is a sociological and moral absur¬ 
dity." 

But having asserted the basic case for inequality, Bell 
and the others go on to point out ways in which inequalities 
can be tempered in the interest of a fairer society. 

In this respect they are far more germane to present 
needs than the sour conservatives of yore with their cmi*asls 
on economic privilege and the phrasemakers of television and 
the syndicated columns whose slock in trade is to put down 
liberal folly. 

The new conservative thinkei-s emphasize the priority of 
diminishing unfairness by economic adjustment. It is no ac¬ 
cident that Moynihan is identified with the plan for trans¬ 
forming welfare into a system of guaranteed annual pay¬ 
ments, and it seems clear that assuring the very poorest 
persons a basic minimum in the way of food, housing and 
health care is the central legislative priority of the present 
time. 

Restraint Called For 

An even more basic requirement, as Moynihan and 
others have repeatedly pointel out, is for what they call “ci¬ 
vility.” 

Because we are a society of different conflicting groups, 
because a certain inequality is nccessdry. w-e have to main¬ 
tain a special restraint towards one another. 

There is little room for boastful self-glorification of one 
group or one leader at the expense of another. The new con¬ 
servative thinkers seem particularly germane at the present 
luncture because, whatever else may happen in the next four 
years, it will count for little if honesty and decency are not 
restored to civil discourse.

But a tight- 
n)[>e walker, he added, "can¬ 
not move jerkily. He must 
sliow some assurance." 

One is haunted by this re¬ 
mark as the president em¬ 
barks in Vietnam on the ris¬ 
kiest dipkimatic gamble of his 
career.

He may succeed, as he did 
in his Peking and Moscow ini¬ 
tiatives. More likely he will 
fail because a cease-fire, even 
if it is achieved, cannot be 
IKiliced without troops, and 
the troops are gone. 

And if he fails in Vietnam 
or in the Middle East, or if 
his economic program col¬ 
lapses, what new NLxon would 
be revealed? 

Close Nixon watchers agree 
on at least one thing: this Is a 
president who above all fears 
l»elng considered soft or Impo¬ 
tent, who transforms the na¬ 
tion’s crises Into personal 
"testings" of himself and who 
In the fa<‘e of rebuffs and 
frustrations finds himself In 
action — perha|>s any kind of 
action. 

Second terms arc hani on 
even the strongest of pres¬ 
idents. At the very least 
Nixon might be so frustrated 
as to encourage a move to 
repeal the 22nd amendment so 
that he could gain vindication 
at the polls in 1976. At worst, 
he might react to a collapse 
in Vietnam not with a policy 
but with a spasm — perhaps 
even with military re-escala- 
tinn. 


We cannot say for thU is a 
solitary, enignostic figure, 
this man whom we still do not 
understand after his 26 years 
in politics and his years in 
the White House. 

His tightroi)e i)crformance 
over the chasm could be su¬ 
perb theatre. But it is for 
real, and when this performer 
falls, the nation goes down 
with him.

Trafficker Given 15 Months 


Police • use of undercover

Making the point was lawyer 
David Lisson, counsel for 
John George Sinker, 22, of 
1736 Bay, who was to be sen¬ 
tenced on a charge of traffick¬ 
ing in hashish July 5 in Vic¬ 
toria. 

But, replied prosecutor Mi¬ 
chael Hutchison, what that 
view doesn't take into account 
is "the prejudice to the com¬ 
munity" which comes from 
having those who will sell 
drugs on the street. 


Judge William Ostler didn’t 
say which view he agreed 
with but sentenced Sinker to 
15 months in jail on the 
charge. 

Lisson mentioned two spe¬ 
cific ways in which he felt the 
use of undercover agents pre¬ 
judiced the accused in drug 
cases. 

For one thing, he argued, 
the delay between the time 
the offence is committed and 
the time the person is arrest¬ 
ed when the agent surfaces 
t an work against the accused 
in finding witnesses or an 
alibi. 

During that delay, too, he 
said, the person may attempt 
to rehabilitate himself and 
may no longer be involved 
with drugs, but may still be 


charged and sentenced for of¬ 
fences wfuch occurred months 
before. 

In Sinker's case, there was 
"some evidence of rehabili¬ 
tation,” Ussem said, in that 
he had fallen in love with a 
girl whom he planned to 
marry, had been trying to ob¬ 
tain work, and had apparently 
given up selling drugs. 

The amount involved had 
been small, only one gram, he 
said, and there was no evi¬ 
dence Sinker had been heavily 
involved in'teafficking. 

Hutchison reined that the 
amount involved in every 
street sale was small, "but it 
pyramids up from there” 
with amounts growing larger 
and larger until the big whole¬ 
salers are reached. 


However, “it takes two to 
tango and it takes two to 
make a sale,” Hutchison said, 
noting that the gi’am of ha¬ 
shish which Sinker sold to the 
undercover agent was not an 
isolatel incident of drug in¬ 
volvement. 

He urged that the prejudice 
to the community caused by 
the drug-seller be taken into 
account in sentencing as well 
as the rehabilitation of the ac¬ 
cused. 

Sinker had pleaded guilty to 
the charge Oct. 26. He was 
the fifth person to be sen¬ 
tenced in Victoria Provincial 
Court on diarges arising from 
tJ)c last undercover operation 
Oct. 13. 

Sentences have ranged from 
sbe months to six years.

Neither Prime Minister 
Trudeau nor Conservative 
leader Robert Stanfield have 
ruled out the possibility of fu¬ 
ture controls. And Trudeau in 
his recent news conference 
saying he would stay on as 
prime minister, said econom¬ 
ic stimulation would have to 
be achieved without galloping 
inflation. 


A number of business lead¬ 
ers and economists have al¬ 
ready been talking aibout the 
prospect of controls. 

J. W. Popkin, senior pcono* 
mist of Sun Life Assurance 
Co., says he expects price and 
wage controls if inflation in¬ 
creases beyond 5.5 per cent in 
1973. 

‘‘Tlw relatively good U.S. 
e.\|)crience with price control 
has given some credibility to 
thus approach." 

Rodney Kerr of the invest¬ 
ment firm of Wood Gundy 
Ltd. sees the prosect of con¬ 
trols as unsettling for inves¬ 
tor.*;. 

"It 3 nay be that Canada is 
a lot closer to wage and price 
controls than we were at this 


time last Week,” he said two 
days after the election. 'The 
I)ossibility of wage and price 
controls, 1 believe, will make 
i( very nerve-wracking for 
investors with large cash re- 
.sen'es to stay nut of the bond 
market." 

Jack McKen^ie, vice- 
president finance for Canada 
Permanent Trust Co., also 
saw the prospect of controlls. 

"Even if no direct controls 
aro placed on interest rates • 
they wouldn’t work anyway — 
the bc»id market wcmld have 
to aecommwiate to new condi¬ 
tions.” 

^me others see problems 
in imiMsing controls, and 
sonic aro against them. 

Alan Ilockin, deputy chief 


general manager of Toronto 
Dominion Bank, said in late 
September that direct govern¬ 
ment intervention to control 
prices "would be unsuccessful 
if it were not accompanied by 
measures affecting levels of 
incomes.” 

"Therefore, I am <iriven 
back to the alternative of the 
use of monetary and fiscal 
lM)Ucy, including income re- 
di.stributive policies, as in¬ 
struments necessary to 
achieve this income effect.” 

Economist Carl Beigic. ex¬ 
ecutive director of the Private 
Planning Association of Cana¬ 
da. said just a few days be¬ 
fore the election that prices 
must be considered'’&S part of 
any policy on employment. 


"If the only two policy al¬ 
ternatives for dealing with the 
inflation problem were deflal- 
ed or price and wage controls 
is some form. I would ^luir- 
tantly but firmly support con¬ 
trols. 

"In tci-ms of the cuirent sil- 
uation, however. I think there 
i.s a third alternaiive — name¬ 
ly, to wait it out. 

"WTiile I am fully aware of 
the ver>’ seriou.s problems 
that would accompany any 
wage and price controls in 
C'anada, wr are entering a 
I>eriod where" prc.ssures to 
adopt them may be compel¬ 
ling, and when the conditions 
necessary for them to be at 
all useful may p.xisl.”

One can’t help but wonder 
about a draft resolution that 
has gone for study to local 
municipal councils this week. 
The paper says in effect, hey, 
let’s ask Ottawa for some 
money and breathe some life 
into secondary industry. 

There’s no doubt that some¬ 
thing should be done, if for no 
other reason than lo spread 
some of the tax load around. 
There’s also evidence that 
keeping secondary industry 
thriving here is a losing bat¬ 
tle. About once a month some 
firm or other either folds or is 
sold to a mainland company, 
which then seems lo have the 
effect of shortening its life ex¬ 
pectancy. 

Who knows, the political cli¬ 


mate now in Ottawa might be 
ripe for the asking of such 
goodies. But the way that the 
Department of Regional Eco¬ 
nomic Expansion (DREE) 
was kicked around in the 28th 
Parliament, the whole con¬ 
cept of such forms of aid 
must be in doubt. 

In a nutshell, the federal 
government in 1969 began a 
regional incentives program 
to help create jobs. Under this 
scheme, money is given to bu¬ 
sinesses to encourage the 
building of new plants or ex¬ 
pand existing ones, so long ns 
new jobs arc created. 

Ottawa pays up to 25 |>cr 
cent of the capital cost, plus 
J5.000 for each new .fob creat¬ 


ed, in the case of new plants. 
Under expansion schemes, the 
same $5,000 is paid per .iob 
but capital cost aid is limited 
to 20 per cent. 

There are three main cri¬ 
teria that must be met: 

• The area applying for 
aid must have a high unem¬ 
ployment rate. 

• The area must have a 
slow economic growth. 

• The area must be able 
to demonstrate an ability to 
res{jond to such a financial 
stimulus. 

One or two out of the above 
three is not enough. It must 
be three out of three. 

Those three reasons arc 


lierhaps the main onc.s that 
more of B.C. isn't currently 
designated under the DREE 
plan. It’s limited to the Koo- 
tenays and the designation 
last summer was extended to 
the end of 1973. 

Other areas of the province 
have tried and failed in their 
applications. These areas 
have been getting active as- 
s i s t a n c e in their well- 
prepared presentations from 
the provincial department of 
industrial development, trade 
and commerce, and are slilt 
not making the grade.

Cawichan spoils fUbornien are getting a rough deal fmni 
fedora! and provincial fLshcries officials. Huge net fleets have 
been working the (^)wichan Bay salmon as tlicy enter the 
Bay and the Indians liavc lieen spreading and netting the 
salmon in the lower reaches of Cowichtin River. 

liut federal fisheries still presists on maintaining the 
sports fishing Iwundary across Cowlchan Bay pnd keeps 
three men patrolling the boundary . . . men who could be far 
better employed elsewhere. 

Now at the request of federal fisheries the pnivincial fish¬ 
eries deiiartment has agi'ced to Uie banning until Nov. 15 of 
all sports angling in that section of the Cowichun River from 
tho Silver Bridge at the Island Highway, downstream to the 
)*imbury Bridge, which mark.s the start of the rldal portion of 
Ui© river, which has been closbd to anglers for some weeks. 

That part of the river 'from the Island Highway to the 
mouth provides some of the best cutthroat fishing and some 
brown trout fishing, at this time of’year, as the trout follow 
the salmon upstream. 

While sports anglers are siiuec/ed into a narrow area by 
netters on the outside and Indian fishermen on the upstream 
side, tlie s|>ortsnicn are only allowed to fish the mid-<.’i»- 
wdrhan Bay waters. 'I'hey arc forbidden to go where the fish 
may Ik? taken. 

The sports fishermen havelieen the leadei's in demindthg 
conservation measures. But these measures now seem a little 
out of line. 

Federal fisheries in recent years have Iwen moving 
rather high-handedly to more and more closures of rivers for 
king periods. 

Fishing for salmon in rivers is a contiwersy in it¬ 
self . .. and we ride the fence on tliat one. There is no doubt 
loo many “sixirts” anglei's abuse this lyi« of fishing by 
resorting to illegal .liggiiig rather than to angling for the coho 
and Chinook salmon whicii Uicy are allowed to take when a 
river is open. All tiM> often they also jig llie pinks and clium 
salmon which they ara nut allowed to take. 

The numbers they take is undoubtedly only a dnip in tlie 
bucket conservation-wise, but emotionally It is sickening to 
time six>rtsmcn to see jiggers taking the salmon they pri/.e so 
highly. 

As to catching the salmon in a river, it really depends as 
to whether you arc primarily a saltwater angler or a freshwa¬ 
ter angler. .'Saltwater anglers feel the salmon ha.s got by com¬ 
mercial and .spirts fishermen and should tie allowed to con¬ 
tinue unmolesier to tlie s|>awning beds. 

* Certainly to cyteh a salmon in a river on light tackle is 
fine .s])ort. ('ven though it is distasteful to saltwater angleis. 
'Phe numbers of salmon taken by sporting tackle in rivers is 
not significant, but the jiggers uho .skirt legal technicalities 
1)080 another prol)lem. 

Maylio there is a case to close rivers to salmon anglers 
during the height of spawning runs. We can go along with 
tliat in some cases. 

We have stotxl on the banks of tlie Sooke River with Fish¬ 
eries Guardian Jack Brooks and watched a “steelhead" an¬ 
gler dragging triple hooks across the salmon spawning beds. 

That man . . . and more like him ... is tlie reason the 
Sooke is closed to all angling during salmon spawning runs. 
Thp .Sooke holds a good run of (aU cutthroat ti'out. 

Hut tho provincial fisheries department should have more 
barklione and stand up to the federal fisheries department. 

A good case can lie made for fly fishing only in these 
.stretches of spawning rivers which are lieing closed to all 
angling at this time of year. 

‘ Sport.s anglers shouldn’t be deprived of their trout fishing 
In tho best stretches of rivers at the most productive time of 
>car. It is a cinch that fly fishermen can’t drag a heavily 
weighted jig across a river liottom and catch a salmon. 

If they can take a .salmon on the fly, more ptiwer to 
them. It would be a good way to encourage more quality fly 
fishermen without depriving any less e.xp)erienced anglers of 
tlteir sport.

He referred, he told the 
group in the Queen Victoria 
Inn, to liighway lampposts 
placed too close to the tra¬ 
velled portion of the road — 
and especially on the Patricia 
Bay highway. 

In particular he mentioned 
two lamixstands by tJic new 
ovcriiass ut Quadra and the 
highway, vvhiih were "just 


waiting for an ^accident to 
happen." 

Hadfield said properly- 
designed highway lights could 
be placed far enough from the 
road surface to miss being 
targets for vehicles which 
might, at high speed, be 
forced to veer lo the right. 


The superintendent said 
both street and car lights 
were factore in Uie 300 night¬ 
time traffic fatalities (out of 
636 in all) in B.C. during 1971. 

Of 418.000 vehicles tested 
last year, he said. 101,500 
were rejected because of 
faulty car lights.

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Labor Taken To Task 
On Unequal Pay Deals

V^VNCOUVER - Labor was 
accused Wednesday of talkins 
out of both sides of its mouth 
where equality for male and 
female workers is concerned. 

The report of tlw women’s 
rights comntittee. endorsed 
hy delegates to the 17th annu¬ 
al conv-ention of the B.C. Fed¬ 
eration of Labor, said in part; 
“For several years delegates 
federation conventions 


have been passing resolutions 
calling for equal pay for equal 
work. However, it apiwars 
that unions arc still negotiat¬ 
ing contracts witli not only un-

equal pay rates, but also un¬ 
equal pay increases. 

•'This inequality is a perpet¬ 
ual embarrassment when it is 
pointed out hy groups outside 
the trade union movement 
since it is virtually impossible 
to defend such practices.” 

The rejwrt — the ^vork^ in¬ 
cidentally. of* a 12-member 
committee that doesn't in¬ 
clude one male unionist * - 
said most women workers 
don’t think they need union 
protection. This doesn’t sink 
in until they are forced 
through cold, hard economic 
factors to remain in the mar¬ 
ket place on a permanent 
basis. 

•'Thc.se women have for 
years Iwen brainwashed to be¬ 
lieve that they didn't really 
need or want a union because 
membership in a trade union 
would somehow' make them 
unfemininc, or, if they worked 
in an office, they were told 
tharthey were really part of 
management and their jobs 
had j>re.stigc.” the report 
says. 

X)ne of the recommen¬ 


dations made by the commit¬ 
tee is that unions study the 
feasibility of negotiating, as 
terms of their CuntracU> tlie 
establishment of day¬ 
care centnes. These would be 
financed initially by the em¬ 
ployer with the assistance of 
subsidies. 


Workers would help support 
the operation through fees 
gauged to their ability to pay. 


A large part of tlie report ie 
devoted to the need for child¬ 
care centres on a 24-hour a 


day basis. It sai& the careers 
of workers have been badly 
handicapped by a lack of such 
centres. 

Referring to a survey made, 
the report says: 

•‘The most shocking revela¬ 
tion w'as that one-tliird of 
those answ’cring indicated 
that they have at some time 
or other turned down a pro¬ 
motion, a raise in pay or a 
better paying job ^cause 
they were not able to make 
suitable arrangements for the 
care of their children.”

BOSTO.’M. Mass. — No other 
part of the dinner service 
down through the ages has 
lent itself so easily to the un¬ 
usual and bizan'c in form and 
design as the soup tureen. 

Although most tureens arc 
stunning additions to the din¬ 
ing table, still othere run tlie 
gamut from shapes of fish 
and mermaids, swans and 
water buffaloes, as well as 
\egetabcls, flowers, fniits. 
and foliage. 

Some, like one in Uic sha})e 
of a huge boar's head, are 
great collector's items, but 
arc not I'eally very apfietizing. 
Others, although ornate and 
expensive, are not truly ob¬ 
jects of great beauty. 

But mostly on the breath- 
takingly beautiful side are the 
pieces of the Campbell Muse¬ 
um Collection, the only one in 
the United States devoted to 
decorative arts related to the 
scr\'icc of soups. 

"Throughout the jiast three 
centuries, the soup tureen has 
been the mast massive and 
decorative object for serving 
food.” said William 
Parker, president <if the 
Campbell Museum. 

“Tureens made in China 
and western . Europe during 
the 18th century were csi>c- 
cially outstanding, with su¬ 
perb. artistry in design and 
workmanship. This is under¬ 
standable since formal dining 
was conducted on a grand 
scale and witli an elegance 
unmatched in histoiy.” 

The exhibit, on view at the 
Boston museum, illustrates 
the splendid and varied forms 
of soup tureens in porcelain, 
faience, silver, i)ewter, Chi¬ 
nese e.xport i>orcelain, and 
some iwpular forms. 

The collection, on loan from 
tlie Campbell Museum in 
Camden, N.J., was started in 
1966 by the Campbell Soup 
company. It includes more 
than 80 tureens, as well as 
ladles, soup plates, and bowls. 

It is a stunning display, 
beautifully installed and light¬ 
ed. There is a jxircelain swan 
tureen from Meissen, a 
faience rooster from Sceaux, 
a silver tureen in the sliape of 
a ship that was made for 
Catherine the Great, and a 
Portuguese tureen in the 
shape Ql a tub of fish. 

The first silver tureens 
came to England from l-Yance 
at the beginmng of the 18th 
century and with them came 
the style of serving soup from 
a large soupiere placed on the 
table or side-board. The 
French used the word sou¬ 
piere, but tureen seems to 
have come from the Latin 
word ”terrinu.s” which means 
earthen. It refers to a large

covered \esscl fmm which 
soup is served. 

Originally tureens were ac¬ 
companied by stand.s or plal- 
tere. which often have not 
surv ived. Tureen alsd a[)plics 
to smaller dishes used for 
.sauces or gravy. Soiq) tureens 
were made of Sheffield jilate. 
porcelain, iiottery. and 
jiewtcr, with their shapes 
varying from round to oval, 
from simple to elaborate. 

Silver tureens in claboi‘ate 
designs executed in silver and 
silver gilt were the triumphs 
of groat dinner ecrviccs on 
the tables of European royal¬ 
ty and also those of English 
and early American families. 
Often four or more tureens 
accompaniad a large service. 

The extraordinary gilt-lined 
silver tureen made for Cath¬ 
erine the Great and shaped 
like a ship is more of a curi¬ 
osity than a work of art. 

The rarest of all silver is 
that of France, rare because 
so much of it went to the 
melting pots to defray the 
cost of wans. J'rance produced 
in silver the most beautiful 
and sophisticated designs the 
world has known. 

As a result of the loss of 
many masterpieces to the 
melting pot in England as 
well as France, everything 
was done to make porcelain 
ornatb and valuable and suf¬ 
ficiently beautiful to replace 
silver. 

Porcelain is said to have 
been the 19th century’s status 
symbol, and competition went 
to such an extreme that every 
prince and king had to own 
his own porcelain factory, not 
just his own porcelain ser¬ 


vices. The process of making 
hard-paste iKircelain had been 
known for centuries in Oiina, 
but it had been guarded well 
and anyone who wanted it had 
lo get it' the hard way, by 
slow' Ixiat or caravan, from 
China. 

In 1708, when Joliaim 
Botlger produced the first 
true porcelain at Meissen 
some of the mosF beautiful 
and imaginative designs of 
birds and animals were pro¬ 
duced by the gifted modeler 
Johann Kacndler. 

The Chinese ex|)ort porce¬ 
lains \vere in great demand in 
the western world. They were 
durable and usually had a 
coar.se surface something like 
an orange iiecl. Western de¬ 
signs, including coats of arms 
and monograms, were sent lo 
Cliina to lx> copied. These 
were inexpensive and very 
popular. 

Colored green and yellow 
glazes, developed by Josiah 
Wedgwood when he wa.s in 
partnership with Thomas 
Whieldon at their pottery in 
Fenton. Staffordshire, arc re¬ 
presented by a cauliflower 
soup tureen, cream-colored 
earthernware with a green 
glaze. Cauliflower is usual in 
tea and coffee services, but 
an example in a soup tureen 
is rare. 

The faience, or tin- 
enameled earthenware, fac¬ 
tories played an important 
part in European ceramic his¬ 
tory. They preceded and com- 
l»eted with the porcelain prod¬ 
ucts until both were finally 
replaced by the cream- 
colored earthenware of the 
late 18th century. In Holland. 


England, Ireland, and Scot- 
land, these tin-enameled 
wares were called delftware. 

Faience on the continent 
lent itself to a variety of exot¬ 
ic forms, especially animals. 
One rococo tureen and stand 
in jwlychrome colors from 
Sceaux, France, has a dear 
finial on the cover comibined 
with boars’ heads for handle.*?. 

French soft-paste porcelain 
had its beginning at Rouen in 
the 17th century, vyhere it wa.s 
])roduccd in limited quality 
before German hard-paste 
porcelain was manufactured 
at Meissen. 

England produced soft-paste 
porcelains with a beauty and 
delicacy of their ow'n. P'orc- 
most wa.s the Chelsea factory, 
which held yearly auction 
sales and published a cata¬ 
logue listing and describing 
the lots to be sold. Several of 
these Chelsea catalogues have 
survived, making it possible 
to identify many old, rare 
pieces. In the catalogues of 
1755 and '56. 11 entries for 
tureens are found and one 
such entry lists “a fine tureen 
in the form of a rabbit as big 
as life and an oval ftsh." 

These tureens were intend¬ 
ed for soup and should not be 
confused with the smaller 
rabbit dishes referred to a* 
"rabbits for dessert.” 

In the Campbell collection 
tureens of the red anchor 
are two Chelsea rabbit soup 
period, as well as a hen 
tureen of the same period, de¬ 
scribed in the 1756 catalogue 
as ”a beautiful tureen In the 
shape of a hen and chickens^ 
as large as life.”

Judging by my mail, a siurpiising 
number of homeowners hereabouts are 
intending to buy and plant a few^fruit 
trees either this fall or next spring. 
Nursery catalogues are being collected 
and studied, and I am being bc&ieged- 
with questions as to which is tl)e best 
apple, pear or cherry for our district.

The choice of a variety is very much 
a matter of perscuial preference, and it 
would take a much braver or more 
opinionated man than pie to come out 
flat-footed and say that such-and-such is 
the best apple or the best plum. About 
die only thing I can say, w4im answering 
such enquiries, is to tell them which 
kinds have d<»ie w’cU in MY garden, in- 
MY kind of soil, and wliich kinds are 
preferred by MY family. 

I might say, in passing, that flavor is 
the main criterion with us; the most 
pitdUic cropper will find no place in our 
garden if its fruits don’t please our pal¬ 
ates. 


Sweet cherries are particulary dR- 
ficult in this respect, for the most popu¬ 
lar kinds not only refuse toJ>ear a crop 
unless they have a mate, tniT't^iey arc 
extremely fussy when it comes to ac¬ 
cepting a husband. For instance, you 
could have one tree each of Bing. Royal 
Ann and Lambert, and still you 
wouldn’t get any fruit, for while all 
three need a mate, they arc useless as 
mates to one another; ^eir pollen is in¬ 
compatible. 


One thing which is bothering me a 
bit is the fact that many of my corre- 
spondents seem to be planning the pW*'’ 
chase of only one tree. These folks may 
be headed for bitter disappointment, for 
quite a few of our most popular fruits 
simply will not produce any crop unless 
a suitable ix)llinatDr or “mate” is grow¬ 
ing nearby. 

A solitary fruit tree, living in single 
blessedness, will start bearing blossoms 
as soon &s it reaches sexual maturity, 
and sometimes small ^its will actual¬ 
ly form, but these embryo fruits all 


It is necessary to introduce an outsid¬ 
er such as Van to provide poUen for this 
temperamental "tog tree" of cherry- 
dom. Mind you, your Van cherry tree 
isn't just a stud for your Bing or Lam¬ 
bert or Royal Ann; thp compatibility 
works both ways. A Van tree w'ill pro¬ 
duce good crops of delicious black cher¬ 
ries when its blossoms are fertilized 
with Bing, Lambert or Royal Ann 
j^llen. 

Fortunately for the homeowner w‘ith 
only a limited area for fruit, there is a 
new dierry called Stella which bears 
good crops of dark red sw’cet cherries 
even when no other cherry tree is near. 


Apple trees are not as fussy, you 
can be reasonably sure of a croP^ you 
have two or more different varieties. 
Or. if space doesn't pennit more than 
one apple tree, find out what kinds the 
neighbours have and plant a different 


variety. BoUi you and your neighbor 
will benefit from the cross-pollination. 

There is a bit of a mystery surround¬ 
ing the pollination of pears. By far the 
most popular pear hereabouts is Bart¬ 
lett. and all the books state most em- 
ptiaLically that Bartlett will not produce 
any fruit when grown alone. Yet I know 
of at least half a dozen gardens where 
.single Bartlett tree produces bumper 
crops. In the light of this experience I 
wouldn’t hesitate to plant a single Bart¬ 
lett tre«r prefenably a dwarf one, but If 
space permitted, I would odd Bcuitc 
d’Anjou or Clapp's Favorite, both for a 
change in flavor and for cross pollina¬ 
tion. 

With plums, some kinds can produce 
good crops without a companion vari¬ 
ety, but it is always a good rule with 
this fruit to plant more than one kind. 
Mallard and Golden Drop will produce 
no cre^ at all without a compatible 
mate, while others will double or triple 
. tl)cir crop if the blossoms are cross- 
pollinated. 

,,^Our climate is certainly not ideal for 
pecidh^s — colder winters and 

warmer summers to get the best from 
tlicse trees —- but at least we don't have 
any sex problems with the kinds com¬ 
monly grown here. Rochester. Red 
Haven. Pacific Gold, Renton and Ve¬ 
dette arc all self-fruitful, requiring no 
mates. You can run into trouble with 
some of the Ontario varietie.s, notably 
J. H. Halo, which needs iwUen from 
another variety to produce its excellent 
fruits.

Hails Barnes’ Move

Action such ivs that taken by 
NDP MLA Emery Barnes in 
refusing to open a tennis tour¬ 
nament because of participa¬ 
tion by South Africans is a 
great help to those South Afri¬ 
cans opimsed to apartheid, 
say.s Rev. Gonville french- 
Beylagh, former Anglican 
Dean of Johannesburg. 

“The average South African 
doesn't have much brain but 
Hkes using It,*’ said the canon 
Thursday during a visit to 
Victoria. 

“If you touch him in the 
area of sport you arc bringing 
irpmensc pressure to bear." 

french-l^ytagh also wants 
to see labor unions taking ac¬ 
tion on the South African 
question by discouraging 
tradesmen from going to 
. South Africa to work. 

Withdrawal of skilled white 
labor, he said, would force the 
empfoyment of blacks in posi¬ 
tions above laboring jobs. 


He also believes Common¬ 
wealth preferences should bo 
withdrawn fn>m South Africa, 
which Ls no longer part of the 
Commonwealth. 

Such action, he believes, is 
nooessarj'. as there is no hoj>c 
of a successful uprising 
agnlhsi the goverhmcnt with¬ 
in the couiftry.

A settlement like that, he 
said, would form a unique 
precedent which would raise 
the imago of teachers very 
much among the parents and 
taxpayers of the district.

• A Toronto radio station claimed the law violates the Ca¬ 
nadian BUI of Rights by interfering with a broadcaster's 
freedom of sitecch. But the court said the law is not 
designed to control the course of a referendum or the 
election of a candidate. 

Instead, it aims at preventing partisan political com¬ 
ment that cannot be answered beftjrc an election. 

The station also said it was unfair that the law docs not 
apply to newspapers but the court replied it applies equal-1 
ly to all bixTadcasters and their broadcasts "are in a dif-* 
ferent category to newspapers or other news media.”

The long, frustrating hatlle 
to return the fishermen 
almost reached the do-or-die 
stage at this year’s conven¬ 
tion.

Tlie seeming 
danger point lay in an Inter¬ 
national Woodworkers of 
America resolution calling for 
Immediate seating of the fi¬ 
shermen at the present ses¬ 
sion. 

This would have l)cen in de¬ 
fiance of Ute CLC. which oust¬ 
ed tite fishermen in the Red¬ 
baiting days of the 1950s for 
Mitical leanings. Thursday, 
federation president Ceorgo 
.lohnston reaffirmed that the 
resolution was unconstitu¬ 
tional because of this and 
ruled it out of order. 

It was replaced by a fair!.'^ 
strong policy statement from 
the executive officers and res¬ 
olutions committee calling for 
s decision next monti) from 
the CIjC executive council to 
re-instatp the fishermen fail- 


.Such extremes, of course, 
are highly unlikely, although 
more than one delegate has 
suggested that the federation 
.should risk e.ximlsion by tak¬ 
ing the fishermen back into 
the fold. 

The federation's officers a|)-* 
pear optimistic that the 
.■yi-man CIXJ executive council 
will rule in favor of the fisher¬ 
men when it,.meets in Ottawa 
Dec. 5 to T. Cixr cxecvitivc 
vice-president Bill I>xlge hint¬ 
ed at this during a somcwhai 
stormy session with federa¬ 
tion delegates earlier this 
week.

(CP) — Minister without 
Portfolio Frank Calder 
told Indian chiefs here 
Thuraday he wants to 
study ways in which B.C. 
legislation can be applied 
to Indians as well as to 
other citizens. 

There’s no way your gov- 
eiTunent is going to set up an 
Indian affairs branch in 
B.C..” Calder told the Union 
of B.C. Chiefs conference. 
Calder, a**Nishga chief, was 
being questioned by the un¬ 
ion's executive council about 
his assignment to deal with 
Indian affairs. 

He said the government was 
going td" investigate moving 
onto the reserves with ser¬ 
vices. but wouldn’t do so with¬ 
out dialogue with both the In¬ 
dians and the federal govern¬ 
ment. The provincial go 
vomment had no intention of 
taking over control of Indians, 
he said. 

Calder said service such as 
dental care, optical sen’ice 
and drugs could be provided 
to Indians. 

He said the province pro 
poses only to provide the sa¬ 
me services to Indians as it 
does to anyone else, and that 
in some areas, the Indian peo 
pie would not even be consult¬ 
ed, citing as an example the 
possibility of an air ambu¬ 
lance service for people in 
outlying areas. 

C^dcr also told the chiefs 
they would have control of the 
provincial First Citizens’ 
Fund. An order-in-council is 
being made to name Indians 
to the five positions on the 
fund's advisory board. 

previsouly, the $25 million 
fund which provides grants to 
projects which will aid Indian 
communities, was adminis¬ 
tered by a government group 
headed by former municipal 
affairs minister Dan Camp¬ 
bell. 

Also in Prince Rupert. Re- 
habilitati<Mi Minister Norm 
Levi said more than 2.000 In¬ 
dian children are kept in insti¬ 
tutions in the province, many 
without any necessity. 

Levi said the New Demo¬

Mixed Report 

Is there no place one can go 
for a little quiet irrelevance 
nou' and then? Along with the 
hot bath, soap opera has been 


one of the world’s favorite 
forms of escape. At least until 
now’. Are things changing «— 
to borrow a soap's tiltle — As 
the World Turns? 

A current survey of the 
soaps, jumping from cake to 
cake like Liaa on the ice, por- 
oudes a mixed report. Yes, 
things are changing. Yes. the 
more they change, the more 
some things remain the same. 

The perennial laws govern¬ 
ing this pop art may be Im¬ 
perfectly summed up thus: 

Rmc Material 

Soap opera is a roman- 
ticl 2 ation the ordinary. Its 
miliue -r peace, women’s lib¬ 
eration — is still the kingdom 
of the housew’ife. It ecstasies, 
its despairs, Its dreams must 
be tho^ visible from the top 
of a hot cup on the kitchen 
table. "Family” is the name 
of the drama. 

Soap opera must move 
slowly, like the 19th-centur>’ 
seriaUzed novels ^ and for 
the same reason. To make a 
plot move slowly, nothing 
helps like a good misunder¬ 
standing. 

Misunderstanding Is the 


raw material of soap opera. 
One of the recurrent lines of 
the old radio soap opera, Our 
Gal Sunday, read: "I don’t 
follow you, Sunday.” Every¬ 
body said it to her. Including 
her husband. 

Nobody gets things straight 
in soap operas. Sheer lack of 
perce^ion keeps problems 
that could ha\’e been resolved 
in seconds building by gome- 
trical progression for weeks. 

Soap opera relies upon coin¬ 
cidence almost as much as 
upon the obtuseness of its 
characters. Frequently it 
combines both. For instance, 
an obtuse, character — just 
by coincidence — will enter a 
phone booth next to, say, his 
sister-inlaw and overtiear the 
misleading CMiclusion of an 
innocent conversation. If he is 
i n good form. Obtuse 
Character iviU then misin¬ 
terpret the remarks while not 
neglecting to guess wTcxig 
about W'hom they were 
addressed to. By coincidence, 
he will instantly run into the 
stor>'*s ogre end tell ell. 

Every soap opera must 
have its Ogre. An Ogre is 
usually rich, often powerful, 


and sometimes a mother-in- 
law. People are alw’ays telling 
the Ogre: "You’ve got to let 
people live tfielr own lives." 
But It never does any good. 
An Ogre does by talent what 
an Obtuse Character does by 
Ineptness — keeps the plot all 
nicely snarled. 

For every Ogre, a soap 
opera must have its Confes¬ 
sor. Ihe Confessor is the man 
or woman all the others run 
cr>’ing to w^en ai\^ Obtuse 
Character or an Ogre messes 
up their lives. Ihi Confessor 
performs the narrative duty 
of allowing those who con¬ 
fess to rec^tulate a good 
deal of plot in case you w’ere 
out shopping yesterday at pro¬ 
gram time. 'The Ccxifessor has 


a deep, soothing voice 
(whether male or female) in 
which he or she often 
murmurs: "I know what you 
must be going through." To 
which the correct answer is; 
"Do you?" 

Never Work 

As tor “revetance”: An- 
Other World has blacks in its 
plot; also rehabilitated con¬ 
victs. Return te Peyton Place 
features an ex-drug addict. 
Recently Somerset dealt with 
a troubled Vietnam veteran. 
But mostly rde\'ance is a 
form of ^amatie toloenism.

Robin Hood Idea ^Raving Mad’ 
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Sir Lew, British TV Tycoon

Ameri¬ 
cans will be treated to a na¬ 
tional theater production of 
Eugene O'Neill's Long Day’s 
Journey into Night, with 
Laurence Olivier as James 
T>Tone. The CHd Vic produc¬ 
tion will be taped and aired in 
the United States on ABC-TV. 

Waving his giant cigar like 
a swagger stick. Sir Lew 


paints a startling picture of 
his “accidental” launching 
into the television game. 

Great Idea 

• Oiw morning I got a phone 
call ftom a friend who says, 
"Lew, have you read the 
Times? I said, T'm an agent, 
what do I want to read the 
Times for?’' He said, 'Well, 
there’s an advertisement for 
licenses for television.’... 

“My associates and I put up 
a nominal capital of 500,000 
pounds ($1.3 million). One day 
I meet a woman who says, 
‘I've got a great idea for a 
series called RotHn Hood.’ I 
said, That sounds interesting. 
How much will it cost?’ She 
said, ‘Thirty^ine episodes 
will cost 420,000 pounds’ I 


said. Okay, you've got a deal. 
Go ahead.’ 

"A few weeks go by. She’s 
making all the plans. Sudden¬ 
ly I thought. ‘Pertiaps I’d bet¬ 
ter call a board meeting and 
let them know what I've done 
with 420 out of 500 thousand 
pounds.' I mean. I’d bad no 
experience of big business 
and they were the 10 most 
prominent people in this 
country.” 

Sir Lew is all innocence as 
he describes, slyly, his tender¬ 
foot status. 

"So we had a board meet¬ 
ing at my agency office on 
Regency Street and I s«y* 
'We’re going to do a series 
called Robin Hood. 39 epi¬ 
sodes.’ ” 

Had he sold it? No. but he 
thought it was a great idea, 
he told the board. 

“ ’Well, you must be raving 
mad,’ they said. 'We’ve got 
500,000 pounds and you spend 
420 on this one thing?’ 

“The chairman said, 'Have 
you signed an agreement?’ I 
said, ‘No, but I've given my 
word.’ Another member said, 
'<^ce Lew has given his 
word, we have to go through 
with it.' ” 

In the end Robin Hood ran 
for five years. Meanwhile 
ATV. and a subsidiary called 


nc, started putting out other 
series that b^me staples of 
the An^o-Ameiican TV 
scene. 

Turned Down 

The Saint, for example. 
Originally all three American 
netwwks turned it down be¬ 
cause they thought their 
viewers wouldn’t watch action 
with a British accent. So it 
was sold directly to local sta¬ 
tions and became a hit. even 
nudging out New York’s long 
reigning movie champ The 
Late Show. Eventually NBC 
commissioned a new season 
of Saint’s, creating the unusu¬ 
al situation of a network buy¬ 
ing a series after syndication. 

But prior to that, Sir Lew 
had to crack the tough Ameri¬ 
can television maiitet He did 
it with Danger Man ~ known 
to Americans as Secret Agent 
— starring Patrick McGoo- 
stnmg feelings about suitable 
family fare run through his 
talk. “I’m against sex and 
bad language on the television 
screen,” he asserts. “And I’m 
against the kind of violence 
where someone takes a knife 
and rips someone. But what is 
wTcmg writh a punch up? The 
hero always wins. What are 
you going to do, kiss the fel¬ 


low on the cheek and say,'" 
Give me back the gold’?” 

How about recent charges 
that ATV programs are too 
permissive? 

“We produce more pro¬ 
grams than any other com¬ 
pany,” be explains, “And I 
have to take other contrac¬ 
tors’ programs where they 
have nude scenes. But I d<xi’t 
think you should go into a 
home where there may be 
children, or you might have 
friends who would be embar¬ 
rassed.” 

Too much talk and too little 
action is what lulled The Per¬ 
suaders last season. Sir Lew 
says, “All of us I think, over¬ 
looked the fact that what 
might be amusing dialogue 
here might not be in Des 
Moines or Cincinnati. The fact 
it was a tremendous hit ev¬ 
erywhere else in the world is 
unfortunate.” 

Bombs ai^ar unlikely to 
stop at ATV empire, as it 
turns out everything from 
more National Theatre pro¬ 
ductions to pedestrian syn¬ 
dicated stuff like Department 
S. a British show just begin¬ 
ning to sell locally in the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

Transatlantic TV is no 
doubt here to stay.

our area, as you have created

given tentative approval from 
the highways department.” 

“Nobody can move in our 
area and I request you to take 
immediate action. I contacted 
153 ratepayers but I can get 
many more names. We are 
entitled to some action.” 
Warner said.” 

President of Mill Bay Es¬ 
tates Ltd., W. F. Norie ad¬ 
vised the board in a letter 
that his firm has a sub¬ 
division in progress with 
clearing, surveying, construc¬ 
tion of main and> access roads 
and water main and service 
to each lot completed. He said 
the blacktopping was ar¬ 
ranged when the area was 
closed. His firm asked for ex¬ 
emption from.t^ “freeze”. 

In general tem\s we are op¬ 
posed to the change in the 
regulations as we feel tliat 
they were' ill-conceived and 
hastily applied. Evidently a 
large land developer who 
buys up a big area of land 
will be able to subdivide by 
installing all facilities and 
thus reduce his lot size. 


This is one more example of 
regulations o f governing 
bodies playing into the hands 
of big business, as the small 
land owner cannot possibly 
undertake to do this.

‘Vast Majority’ of People Will Use It—Bradley 


Three Ways for Getting Swim Pool in Courtenay

COURTENAY — A pro- 
posed indoor swimming pool 
in Courtenay would probably 
show an estimated annual op¬ 
erational deficit of 520,000, 
“met on a tax basis from the 
city and the regional district 
on an appropriate share 
basis,” according to propo¬ 
nents of the plan. 


The indoor swim pool com¬ 
mittee presented the j>roposal, 
with three financial ap¬ 
proaches, to tity council this 
week. 


The committee calls for the 
pool to be buih at the Cour¬ 
tenay recreational grounds at 
an estimated cost of 5340,000. 


It was later admittted that the 
costs were only estimates as 
the committee did not wish to 
hire architects to design plans 
if the project could not pro¬ 
ceed. 

In a written brief to council 
the committee pointed out 
that the pool would probably 
get use 10 months of the year 
by a “wide range of age 
groups — and is likely to at¬ 
tract support from a large 
proportion df taxpayers.” 

Charles Pearce speaking for 
the pool committee, which has 
been working on the project 
for 10 years, said he favored 
“proposal one” which would 
see 5145,000 of the total cost 
provided by the cl(y over a 20 


year period at a cost of about 
.9 mills per year or a total 
capital cost of some 1.14 
mills. 


Another 5143.000 would 
come from the Comox-^trath- 
cona regional district at im 
estimatecl cost of .24 mills i)er 
year and the remaining 
550,000 to be raised by the 
pool committee. Approxi¬ 
mately 525,000 Is already in 
the hands of the pool commit¬ 
tee. 


The second proposal nar¬ 
rows down the area of the re¬ 
gional district which would 
share the cost and raises the 
estimated cost by twice as 
much and eliminates the city 
in a direct way, from the 
plan. Tlie sum of $290,000 


would be provided by the re¬ 
gional board from the area of 
school district 71 at a cost of 
about .48 mills and $50,000 
would be raised by the pool 
committee. 

School district 71 includes 
the municipalitie.s of Cour¬ 
tenay, Comox and Cum¬ 
berland and rural areas from 
Oj'ster River on the north to 
Fanny Bay on the south'. 
While the city of Courtenay 
would not be paying part of 
the cost directly,. It wNutld 
however be paying indirecty 
through increased assessment 
to the regional district. 

The committee outlined how 
the deficit would be covered 
by saying ”It is considered 
that in view of ttie fact that a 
pool will in effect be a regional 


facility it should be substan¬ 
tially financed by the regional 
district. Estimated cost to 
the city of Courtenay approxi¬ 
mately .4 mills, some finan¬ 
cial assistance considered 
l) 0 ssible from DND if the p<x>l 
is made available to service 
personnel." 

Excluding the possibility of 
DND help and the .4 mills 
from Courtenay, the remain¬ 
ing deficit would again come 
from the pockets of the re¬ 
maining mtmlclpaliUea 
rural areas of the school dis¬ 
trict. 

The pool is seen as being 25 
metres by 30 feet, 314 to 12 
feet in depth, equipped with 
one and three metres diving 
(boards. It would also have 
starting tdocks, false start 


rope, back stroke rope and 
four racing lanes. “Provincial 
and national meet could not 
be held here as we would re¬ 
quire at least six lanes" and a 
wider pool. 

Herb Bradley, chairman of 
the planning, construction and 
design committee .said in con¬ 
cluding his presentation. *‘We 
are of the opinion that if an 
indoor pool is built, no matter 
who builds it, where it is 
built, who pays for it. how 
charges,arc made etc., 4t tWH • 
still be hsed by a vast majori¬ 
ty of people in school district 
71." 

In response to questions 
from aldrmen. the committee 
members admitted that no de- 
ci.slon had ^en made on 
charges and' the estimated 


budget deficit, was actually 
based on deficits from other 
pools in the province. It was 
also pointed out that a deficit 
would bo exi)ected if the 
arena is built. 

Aid. Gordon Wiigner, city 
representative on the regional 
hoard, said it was cxiwctcd 
firm costs for the proposed 
arena would be available in 
two weeks and a referendum 
would likely be put in Jan¬ 
uary or early February. He 
said the pool project was next 
on the list in regional recrea¬ 
tion priorities, but’the region¬ 
al recreation committee felt 
there was more interest at 
this time in an arena as op¬ 
posed to a pool.

OTTAWA (CP) — The

South Africa Cleric 
Hails Barnes’ Move

Action such as that taken by 
NDP MLA Emerj^ Barnes in 
refusing to open a tennis tour¬ 
nament because of participa¬ 
tion by South Africans is a 
great help to tho.se South Afri¬ 
cans opposed to apartheid, 
says Rev. <j«nville french- 
Beytagh, former Anglican^. 
Dean of Johannesburg. 

“The average South African 
doesn’t have much brain but 
likes using it,” said the canon 
Thursday during a visit to 
Victoria. 

”If you touch him in the 
area of siiort you arc bringing 
immense pressure to bear,” 

french-Beytagh also wants 
to see labor unions taking ac¬ 
tion on the South African 
question by discouraging 
tradesmen from going to 
South Africa to work. 

Withdrawal of skilled white 
labor, he said, would force the 
employment of blacks in posi¬ 
tions above laboring jobs.

Such action, he believe.s, is 
necessar>'. ns there is no ho[)e 
Ilf a successful uprising 
against the government with¬ 
in the country. 

All the intellectuals, law¬ 
yers. doctors and i)oi*plc of in- 
lluence who could hav.e led 
such an uprising are impri¬ 
soned on Robin's Island oft 
Cape Town, many of them for 
life, after being charged 
under the Terrorist* Act.

There will be, he predicted, 
acts of violence, because 
human beings cannot stand 
without protest the kind of 
treatment given the blacks.

simply as a labor ivkiI. Wives 
and children are regarded as 


encumbrances, and education 
up to a primar>’ level (enough 
to make them adequate labor¬ 
ers) US' provided for blacks 
only if it is paid for — white 
children are educated free. 

There are 17 million black 
{jcople there, ruled by 31i mil. 
lion whiles, and such a rule 
can only continue, he said, 
with security police, paid in- 
formere and other similar 
means. 

People being interrogated 
have died during questioning, 
although such deaths have 
always been ruled accidental. 

“Do you believe this? I 
don't.” he told abtmt 400 peo¬ 
ple who went to Christ Church 
Cathedral to hear him speak. 

All this, he said, is being 
done in the name of a Chris¬ 
tian government — the Dutch 
Reformed Church stands 
wholeheartedly behind the 
government and tfie Afrikaan 
people are deeply religious.

Mail Delays 
^ Explained 

Although many delays in 
mail service are occurring. 
Canada Post Office is continu¬ 
ing to handle the bulk of its 
jnail efficiently, Victoria post 
office spokesman Ken Stofer 
said Thursday. Stofer ac¬ 
knowledged it often takes 
three or four days for deli¬ 
very on the Vancouver-Vic- 
toria run. Among reasons 
■"given k're' unusually heavy 
mail volume, turnover of staff 
at the Vancouver office and 
changes in eorting systems. 
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hired bv the district during 
1973. 

How much of the increase 
will go to each of Die three 
categories ife up to tlie teach¬ 
ers. said Donald. 

If the teachers insist on 
pushing for the same sort of 
settlements that have been 
negotiated in the two Lower 
Mainland districts that have 
settled, and if they get that 
.sort of settlement, there will 
be very little left over for the 
hiring of new teachers, Don¬ 
ald said. • 

The Lower mainland settle¬ 
ments, in Surrey and Bur¬ 
naby, have been in the area of 
9 per cent. 

A 9 per cent increase locally 
would mean that $1.4 million 
of the $2.1, million would go to 
salary increases for present 
teachers leaving only $700,000 
for all fringe benefits for all 
teachers and for hiring new 
teachers. 

ISew Teachers 

But if the teachers would 
settle for an increase of 7.3 per 
cent, an extra $240,000 would 
be available for further new 
teachers. ^ 

At an average sabu’y of bc- 
tw'cen $10,000 and $ 11,000 
each, that exlfk $240.(KI0 could 
provide more than 20 extra 
teachers to the district. Aim 
of hiring more teachers wouid 
be to reduce average class 
si/e, a matter which has been 
of considerable concern lo 
trustees. 

The teachers have been ask¬ 
ing in negotiations for an in¬ 
crease of about 12.3 per cent, 
and Knight said the board’s 
first offer had been 6.5 per 
cent •• the recommended gui¬ 
deline that had been set i>ro- 
vincially in 1972. 

■Vo Statement 

Donald said no statement 
could be made regarding spe¬ 
cifics of negotiations at tlie 
moment because the talks 
were “at a crucial stage. " 

If agreement is not reached 
before Tuesday, the district 
and the teachers’ association 
must apply for arbitration, al¬ 
though they are free to con¬ 
tinue negotiating on their own 
for a settlement up to Dec. 31. 

Donald said what he was 
looking for was “a fair, rea¬ 
sonable settlement for the 
teachers which won’t hamper 
education quality in the dis¬ 
trict.” And a settlement that 
didn’t allow the class sizes to 
be reduced would not fit that 
definition, he said. 

Fair Increase 

Basically, he felt a fair set¬ 
tlement would Ik? one equal lo 
the yearly increase in the cost 
of living, in this case less than 
3 per cent. 

Bunn said he felt that if the 
bonrd got some of the oilier 
things it was looking for in ne¬ 
gotiations. a settlement . as 
high as 7.5 per'^cent would be 
acceptable. 

But what he would really 
like to see. he said, was the 
teachers’ agreeing to a 7.5 in¬ 
crease provided the board 
would spend the equivalent of 
an extra 1 per cent on hiring 
new teachers. Both he and 
Donald were convinced the 
board would agree to such a 
condition. 

Unique Move 

A settlement like that, he 
said, would form a unique 
precedent which would raise 
the image of teachers very 
much among the parents and 
taxpayers of the district. 

But neither of the two were 
optimistic that teachers could 
be persuaded to agree to a 7.5 
per cent increase in light of 
other increases around the 
province. 

If other boards had insisted 
^ on lower increases it might be 
possible for Greater Victoria 
to follow suit, but with the 9 
per cent settlements else¬ 
where, it was not likely the 
district could keep its in¬ 
creases as low as it would 
wish, said Donald. ' “ 

“Anyway, the ball’s In their 
court now.’’ he said. “And 
, we're waiting for an answer.’’- 
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
